Airror of his time, the famous Archimedes , was ſuddenly in his ſtudy ſur- 
prized, and by a common ſouldier (much againſt Afarce//xs will) cruelly | 
murdered. Touching Phyſke, what'rarc cures haye beence wrought by ſuch 
excellent and expert Arri/ts as have profefſed this knowledge ? It is won 
derfull to read , whatperfeAion Adirhridates attained in this profeſſion, 
being the firſt that found and gave name to that knowne reccit againſt all 
poiſon, Mithridate: with which he fo inured his body, to repdall the force 
of paiſon; as inhis chbe and decreaſe of fortune , when hee had loſt in one 
houre whathee had in ſo many pRcry gained , being deprived of all meancs 
to curc his miſcry , he labourcd to finde a way to end his miſery, and that 
was to deprive himſclte of life; which the better to effe, he drunke poiſon;

the Doricall , which is ofanother kinde. The Arcadians by Mdwſirke were 
transformed from ſavage and barbarous people to civility, and traniported 
(as it were) from the violent current of naturall cruelty, to aftability and 
courteſic. Shall wee deſcend to ſome diviner cftz&s of Adu/ichke,confirmed 
by holy Writ ? S«#! being vexed with an evill ſpirir, when Dawid played 
upon his Harpe, he was comforted , and the evil ſpirit departeds: Muſick, 
canſcth mirth and mane ; divine mirth , as appearcth in Solomens Songs; a 
holy T#rtle-bke moare, as appearcth in Jeremes lamentable Threnes, Davids 
Penitentiall P/a/mes.

Touching the Firft, to wit, Pablike affaires of State; as all are not fit for 
ſach a charge or burden ; ſo there is a zeceſſitie injoyned ſach, who are able 
to undertake ſo great and weightie a Taske , to ſubmit themſelves wil- 
lingly to the command oftheir Soveraigue , whenſoever his pleaſare ſhall 
bee to make triall of their ſufficiencie n affaires of State, In the carriage 
whereof, divers neceflarie cautions have beene formerly obſcrved by 
Stateſmen, As firſt , to avoid all occaſions of diſtruſt , never to ſhew too 
much inwardnefſe with forraine States : for this may beget a ſaſpe& in 

our Prince,that your aymes arc neither faire nor loyall, It was this which 

roke Bjrons necke,being accuſed to have had conference with one Pitoge,| 
borne at Orleans, and fled into Flanders to have intelligence with the 
Atch-duke, to which Picote hee had givenan hundred and fifty crowns 
for two ,voyages to that effeR, Likewiſe , it was obje&ed againſt him, 
that he had treated with the Duke of Savoy three daycs after his conithing 
to Pars. Likewiſe , the intelligence he had fromthe Duke of Savoy in the | 
taking of Boxrges, giving him advice toattempt againſt the Kings Arinie. 
Likewiſe , that he Frould bring the King before S, Katharines to be ſlaine | 
there: and to that end had written to the Governout , giving himſonie 

tokens to know his Majeſtic. Likewiſe , that he had ſent Za Finto treat 
| with the Duke of Savoy, and the Covnt of Fatntes.To which,although hee 
replicd, and in ſome ſort purged himſelis, yet thoſe treatics or parlies which 
were proved againſt him , ſhewed him pguiltie of divers indire& procec- 
dings againſt him, It is dangerous therfore to entettain conference with 
Strangers in matters of State : for howſoever your aymes may be faithful 
and honeſt , ſuch Treaties may bee ſo racked and miſconſtrued by ſuch as 
maligne your greatnefle , as they will bring you in danger, if not to finall 
diltrefſe. It is no 1efſe dangerous to one imployed in affaires of State, to 
bee too credulous ; and that in two reſpes: either by being too credulous 
in grving truſt to the relations of others , or by being too credulous in im- 
parting his thoughts tothe ſecrecie of others, For the former , it detracts 
much from the worth and eſtimate of man, yea(and if I may fo fay atgties 
great indiſcretion to have an care opento all reports,ſeconditig whatſoever 
is related , with an opihion of credulitie, For ſich as theſe, whom either 
greatnefle of Plate by Deſcent , or ſome more noble arid vatiye charaRers 
of perſonall worth have advanced, need not want for Re/areys in this Kinde, 
eſpecially if they finde them apt to belceve whatliocyer they ſhall be readie 
to report. Neither arc any fort of men mote ſubje& to the garbe of ſtrange 
and novell relations than Travellers: who may atrogate to themiclves a | 
libertic of invention in this kinde , by arithoritie.

& Traveler) for what uſe was ſo huge a Caldron made ? Surely (replyed 
|< the ſecond )I cannot imagine for what uſe it ſhould be,unlefſe it were to 
&« boyle your Cabbage in, This preſent and prez3nant anſwer ſo daunted 
| <« that fabulous Traveller , as hee was ever after more ſparing in diſcourſe 
of his Travels. A Stateſ-man ought likewiſe to beware of giving credit 
- to all forrain relations : for divers there be who preſuming of the dittance 
of place, will invent and vent their inventions to curry favour : having 
fo couched and digeſted their new-minted Newes , as they paile for cur- 
rant , atleaſt they ſeeme probable for the preſent. And herein certainely 
have many bceene abuſed, giving approbation to what wis ſpoken only by 
way of inſinuation, The ſecond reſpe, wherein a State/-mas ought not 
to be too credulous, is this ; hee muſt not be too open-breſted in imparting 
hu theughts to the ſecrecy of others, For if weeſay , that even a private 
man conmitting his ſecrecy to another , becomes his ſlave to whom hee 
committed it « much more a State/-max , whole affaires have no other li- 
| mit than the publike ſtare, by imparting bis thoughts, or rather laying him- 
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ſclfe open to the truft or ſecrecy of others, makes himſclfe bound, where 
| he was before free z yea, hee endangers the body of the Stare , whereof 
hee isan eſpeciall member, by commending or committing her private in- 
tendments to the hazard of rumour, which ſhould not be fo much as poſ- 
{ſled of the leaſt intelligence given in matters of ſuch maine importance, 

To be full of chinks in affaires of ordinary conſequence, implyes a great |

like ſtate, ſhould be layd up as a ſecret Treaſure and not diſcovered 'tocvery 

mans trult. This _ and politicke Sr4re/-wmes, Harpagn: rightly 
{underſtood, when indi a of State unto Cyrus that Perſian 
Monarch, hee commanded fuch lettersas included the Summe of his dire- 
ions, to be incloked and owed inthe belly of a Have, and fo diſpatched 
the Meſſenger towards that victorious Commander, There is likewiſe rc- 
quired a noble and prepared reſolution in every Stateſ-men : being {o affe- 
ed, as neither price can taunt him, nor power Over-awe him : addreſſing 
his aymes wholly for the benefit of the State , preferring death before his 
Countrics prejudice. Of this reſolution or conſtancic of mind we have a 
notable cxample in Lewis Duke of Bavaria commended for his conſtan- 
cic ; in ſo much as being threatned by Albers the Marqueſlic of Zrander- 
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burgh , thatif hee would not co d to ſome rcaſonable ranſome for 
his liberty , hee would deliver him over into the hands of his cacmy, 


anfivered, Arke rhat thing of me being priſoner, that thou wouldſt acke of me

other:nothing ſo gracious, and called Blaixch: They both comming into 
the preſence of the Embaſladours , all men held it a matter reſolved , that 
their choyce would light upon F7raca, as the elder and fairer, and better 
adorned : but the' Embaſſadours enquiring each of their names , tooke 
offence at the name of Yrraca, and made choyce of the Lady Blanch ; fay- 
ing, that her name would be better received in Fraxce than the other, For

peace: Peace-lovers, and peaccable livers, As for thereſt, they are deſer- 
vedly blamcd , that confine all their ice not within thoſe ancient 
þounds »/que ad aras, but with thoſe bounds, #{que ad crumenas, The 
old poſition was was , ſxſtice # to bee preferred befare profit ; but now the 
termesare tranſpoſed in the propoſition ; and the-avaritious deſire of ha- 


men ſuch are'but where they doc take , hardening their hearts againſt the 

crie of the poore. If a man come to demand juffice; hee ſhall ſpeed ill, ha- 
| viNg no money to give, no coine to preſent, no friends to ſpeake, his cauſe 
is like to fall. Suppoſe out of two wires hee give one: the tich adverſatics 
horſe cats up the poore Clicnts oats; there needs no Ocdipics to unfold this 


Conntrey, loſeth his whole fleece in the Cite ; conſumeth what he hath, 
ſpendeth his time, loſeth his hope, and falleth his fwit, beit never ſo good 
and honeſt, Whereas ſuch (and of fuch we only ſpeake)as doe a raght jualge- 
ment to the fatherlefſe and widow , bearc a reſemblance of God , who is a 
loving Father to the Orphane, and a gracious Iudge to the widow, Theſe 
will not for conſcience fake pervert the right of ſtrangers, fatherleſle,&c, 
for ſachas doe fo, ſhall bee b cxyſed upon mount Eba/: but theſe like pure 
Lampes , diffuſe thoſe divine beames of unblemiſhed juſtice , to all goers 
where they reſide, reſembling David, who c executed judgement and juſtice 
20 all his people: or like that propheticall Dove, /eremiab, ever d cxhorting to 
executs Lee: adore & judgement. Or like that good Patriarke Abraham, 
ever © commanding his Houſhold to doe righteonſneſſe and judgement. For theic 
know, how f all the wayes of God are judgements. And, that, e juſt & like « 
great deepe are Gods judgements. And the wickedbiremble ar Gods j Fs, 
And thewicked:1underſtand not Gods judyments. And therfore ftrive againſtk 
perverſe judgements, Becauſe they know what! equitic s to bee requiredin 
judgements. Having ever beforc their m eyes Gods judgements, O how pre- 
tious arc the lips of thoſe who preſerve judgement , being an honour to 
their Countrecy, a pillar to the State , leaving a memorable name to them- 
ſelves, which as that princely Prophet faith, ſhall never rot! Theſe arc they, | 
who have their faces n covered , let they ſhould have recipe unto the per- 
ſon;as godlinefle is their gaine, and the preſervation ofa good conſcience 
their principall ayme;ſo if there were neither reward here,nor clſc where, 
for ſuch as executed juſtice and Junge for conſcience ſake, and a fin- 
cere love they bore to truth, would they continue in their zealous care to 
the profeſſion and prote&tion thereof. Theſe are not of that Leaven who 
turne [udgement to worme-woed, aud leave off righteouſneſſe in the earth, For 
fach in ſtead of jrudgment and equitie,cxecute crueltie and oppreſſion. Thele are 
not of that ſort, who preferre the parple before the perſon, the per/ox before 
the caxſe;never examining the caw/e how good it is,but an 
how great he is. No, their counſells and counſultations tend to the pub-

Now therc are two 
extremes which _ two dangerous rocks) are carcfully to bec avoided, 
leſt the precions freight of /ſtice might thereby be endangered. The one | 
is rigoxr , the other indulgence : I approve therefore of his opinion , who 
would have inrus mel, forss oleum; as well cordialls as corraſives:; for as fore 
men(and thoſe of the baſeſt & ſervileſt condition) arc onely to be deterred 
from doing evill by the cenſure or penalty of the Law ; So there are 0- 
thers of a morc generous and noble diſpoſition , who arc only to be reclai- | 
med by faire and affable meanes ; & theſe are to bee brought in rather by 
love than awe. For as wormewood of it ſelfe , expels difcaſes , yet is to bee 
anoyntcd with hoxey,that the improvident age of childhood nught bee de- 
Inded,and they from their Nurſes teats the fooner weaned: fo though this 
wormewood of rigonr and ſeverity bee of force to cure and cxpell moſt di- 
ſeaſes raging or reigning ; yet being allayed with the hozey of mercy and 
indulgence, 1t will ſooner weane children,that is to fay,ſuach whoſe ſoft and 
cafic temper is beſt perſwaded by courteſie, than wormewooduntempered, 
that is , than the law toher higheſt pin wreſted, Indeed theſe Boarerges, 
the ſonnes of thunder , are powerfull in deterring fuch , whoſe braving and 
domineering natures uſe to oppoſe themſelves to right : for perſwaſions 
are as little available to theſe, as to fow fand in theayre; wherefore as the 
Law hath provided fit meanes to cnrbe and chaſtiſe ſuch , whoſe obſtinate 
and refraQory natures will not by cafic meanes be induced , fo hath it qua- 
lified or attempered the r3gowr or bitterneſle of ſuch proviſions , where 
there is aſſured hope , that the partie by cafier perſwaſions will bee re- 
claimed, For if wee will reſemble that abſoluteſt patterne or abſtract of 
all Iuſtice, God himſelfe, wee ſhall reade that he came as well ina ftid voyce,

man , endned with reaſon , from being too much captived or inchayned 
with theſe pleaſures, than to conſider what benefits redound from mode- 
| rate Recreation , and againc what inconveniences ariſe from inmoderate 
delight therein, Firſt then, let us conſider the end for which Recreations 
were ordained , and wee ſhall find that they were rather intended to be- 
guile-time,than to beſtow our ſelves on them all our time.

Thoſe to whom I would have Gentlemen knowne, arc meri of another 


ranke and quality, appearing like the Cami, Sexece , Aruntii , and Sorant ; | 
whoſe admirable vertues were inimitable in {o corrupt a government. | 
Neither would I have them to ſhake off theſe friendly Aforiters, if at any | 
time their advice reliſh not halfe well to their palate ; but rather honour 
| them for their vertuous ſincerity , as Zpaminonaas honoured Lyſine, Age - 
lansX enophon, Scipio Penetits, A leibiades Socrates, eAchilles Phenix , tent 
him by his father Pelews. For ſuch as will not cadurea friendly reproofe,

»y/1s , who perceiving him to beincorrigibleg left him. The rebukes of a | 
riend are better then the kiſſes of an enemy ; tor the one , thoughat firſt diſ- 
plcaſing, tend (if rightly uſed ) to his converſion ; but the other, though 
pleaſing, tend (if not prevented) to his confuſion; Had Alexander un- 


affe&ionate Clit before all his conqueſts ; for by his inſtruction might

But becauſe « 
three-fold cord is hardly broken, 1 will recommend unto your conſideration 
a three-fold Meditation , the daily uſc excerciſe whereof may. bring. 
you to a more ſerious view of your owne particular cftate. Fult is , the 
worthine ſe of the ſewle; ſecondly, the unworthineſſe of earth; thirdly, thanks- 
fulneſſe unto G 0 D , who made man the werthieſt creatare upon thecarth, 
+. For the firſt : ** What is ſhee , and in glory how furpaſling is ſhe (to 
« uſe the ſelfe-fame words which an holy Father uſeth) being fo ſtrong , 
« ſo weake, ſo ſmall, ſo great, ſearching the ſecrets of Cod, and contems- 
« plating thoſe things whichare of G © Þ ; and with her picrcing witis 
& knowne to have attained the skill of many Arts for humane profit and 
& advantage? What is ſhee, I fay, who knoweth ſo much in other 
*« things, and to what end they were made, yet is wholly ignorant how 
* her {clfe was made ? A Princeſle ſurely ; for as a Qwceve in her Throne, 
& {9 is the ſox 1n the body ; being the life of the body , as God is the life of 
& the /oxle ; being of ſuch digmity , as no good , but the Supreme good 


then is the. /oule of ſach werthineſſe , as noexteriour good may ſutfice it, 
nor no inferiour thing reſtraine-it ? How comes it then that it ſtoops to 


then to be fo fledgedin the ® bird-lime of inferiour delights,as nothing ta- 
ſeth o well to her palate as thedelights of carth? Surely, either ſhe dc» 
rogates much from what ſhee is , or there is more worthineffe on carth, 
then wee hold there is. Having then taken a ſhort view of the dignity 
or worthixeſſe ot the ſoxle z let us reficRt a little upon the wmnworthineſſe of 
Earth,and ice if wee can find her worthy the catertainment of fo glorious

There is no- 
thing in it which may ſatisfic the deſire of the outward ſenſes , much lefſe 
of the inward. For neither is the eye fatisficd with ſeeing, bee the obje&# 
never {> pleaſing ; nor the eare with hearing, bee the accent never ſo mo-| 
ving : nor the pa/ate with taſting , bee the cates never ſo reliſhing ; nor 
the »o/e with ſmclling , bee. the confeftion never fo perfuming ; nor the 
hand with touching , bee the Swbje& never fo affteting, And for thoſe 
ſugred pils of pleaſure, thoughſweet, how ſhortare they in contirmance, 
and how bitter, being cvcr attended on by repentance? And for honours, 
(thoſe ſnow-bals of greatneſie) how intricate the wayes by which they 
arcattaincd, and how fandy the foundation whercon they are grounded ? 
How unworthy then is Earth to giveentertainment to fo princely a geſt, | 
haviog nothing to bid her welcome withall , but the reſult and rubbiſh of 
unclcannefle , the garniſh or varniſh of lightneſſe ? For admit this gueſt 
were hungry, what proviſion had Earthto fecd her. with, but the Hyches 
of vanity? If thirſty, whatto refreſh her with, but with 3#/0rme-woed of 
folly ? If naked, whatto cloath her with, but the Cover of mortality 2 "Tf; 
impriſoned,how to viſither,but with Ferrers of captivity?Or it ſicke,how 
to comfort her, but with Addons of miſery? Since thea,, the worthineſſe 
of the ſouls is tuch, as Earth is too unworthy to cntertaine her, cxpedicnt 
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it were that ſhee had recourſe to him that made her;and with all rhayk- 
falneſſe tender her ſclte unto him, who 1o highly graced her, 
' Let man therfore in the uprightneſs of a pure-and ſincere ſoule weaned 
from Earth,and by Contemplation alrcady fainted-in heaven, tay ;* What 
& ſhall I render unto thee, O my God,for ſo great benchits of thy mercy { 
&« What praiſcs, or what thankſgiving ? For 1f the knowledge and pow- 
&« ex of thebleſſed Angels were preſcat with me to affiſt me, yet were I 
& not able to- render ought worthy of fo great piety and goodnefle; as I 
& have received from thee ; yea furely, it all my members were turned 
into tongues, to render due praiſe unto thee, in no caſe would my ſmalneſſe 
« ſuffice to praiſc thee, for thy incftimable charity which thou haft ſhewn 
* to me unworthy one, for thy onely love and goodnefle {ake, exceedeth 
all knowledge, Neither 1s 1t meet that the rememorance of a benefit 
ſhould be limited by day or date ; but as the benefits wee receive are 
daily, ſo ſhould our thankefulneſſe be exprefied daily , leſt by being un« 
thankefull, God take his beactits from us,aad beſtow them on ſuch as will 
be thankfull. And let this ſattice for the Contemplative part of PerfeQion ; 
deſcending briefly to that part, which makes the Conremplative truly per-
